Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed position regarding adequacy of the term 
"derivative". The examiner informed applicant that since this case has valid arguments to be made on both sides, it is 
likely to be resolved only upon appeal. In order to aid applicant in presenting his case, the examiner recommended 
drafting three sets of claims of descending scope: 1) claims reciting cyclopamine and its salts 2) claims reciting 
"derivatives" (the current set of claims) and 3) claims reciting "derivatives" having specific hedgehog antagonist 
activities. These sets of claims would be otherwise identical; set "1)" would be allowable; set "2)" would continue to be 
rejected since the specification does not provide any description of specific "derivatives" per se, as currently argued; 
and set "3)" would be open to further consideration because applicant could make the argument that cyclopamine 
derivatives having specific activities are well-known from the prior art (Beachy, etc.) and thus would be implicitly 
described in sufficient detail to be placed in applicant's possession. A corollary argument should also be made that 
since a large number of specific derivatives are already known, the selection of species within that genus effective for 
use in the instant claims would at best merely be a matter of routine experimentation, using known activity assays. 
Moreover, applicant should argue that, since a large group of derivatives is already known, the instant fact situation is 
clearly distinguishable from the ROCHESTER case, where no such derivatives were known.

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
